The committee report cited the cir­ 
cumstances that led to the charges 
that Mr. Valentine violated the law 
by introducing liquor on the Osage 
lands in Oklahoma ‘‘an affront to the 
law he was sworn to enforce as a

Hamilton, who was superintendent of 
the Standing Rock reservation, who 
wag charged with drinking at Billings, 
Mont, and at Bismarck, N, D,”
